DRYS FACE ROUT AS SENATORS 
INCREASE PRESCRIPTION LIMIT 


Forces Turn to House of Rep- 


resentatives To Halt 


Legislation. 


•COLUMBUS, Feb. 7.—Thor- 


oughly crushed in the state Sen- 
ate in their fight against a bill to 
double the prescription limit on 
whisky, last-ditch drys turned in 
a panic today to their old stand- 
by, the house of Representatives, 
to prevent a complete rout of 
their forces. 


A collapse of the prohibition de- 


fense in the 90th general assembly 
became an actual possibility after 
Senate wets combined last night 
and scored their second victory 
in .two weeks. By a 21 to 10 vote, 
they passed the Smolka bill in- 
creasing the prescription limit 
from one-half to a full pint. 


An old-time wet-and-dry debate

resulted, with Senator James G. 
Lowery (R), of New Concord, de- 
nying that alcohol is of value for 
medicinal 
purposes. 
The lop- 


sided vote came two weeks after 
the Senate passed the Handley 
bill allowing court leniency for 
prohibition law violators.

of life it gradually decreases in size 
until it weighs less than one ounce. 
Later it almost entirely disappears, 
although a small portion of 1t re- 
mains through life. This gland dif- 
fers from other glands apparently 
similar, in that it has no Internal se- 
cretion, or if it has. that fact has 
never been discovered. 
Some stu-. 


dent"; of the subject believe that 
when the gland degenerates certain 
poisonous substances are liberated 
within the body. The toxins or poi- 
sonous substances may do great' 
damage to the body. 


Though the thymus gland normally 


decreases in size under certain con- 
ditions, it may actually grow larger. 
When this happens we have some- 
thing that is really most undesirable. 
It is found in a disease called "status 
lymphaticiis". 
In that ailment the 


gland may be five to ten times larger 
than trie normal size.
